VICTORIA  CITY  BY-LAW. 


A BY-LAW 

To  enatde  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vivtoria  to 
borrow  the  sain  of  Tirenty-/ire  Thousand  Dollars, 
for  the  purpose  therein  set  forth. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  that  the  streets  and  side- 
walks should  be  maintained  and  bridges  im- 
proved and  constructed  ; and  whereas  an  insufficient 
sum  of  the  present  year’s  unexpended  revenue  is  at 
this  time  available  for  such  work;  it  is  therefore  deemed 
expedient  to  raise  a sum  of  money  for  the  above  pur- 
poses : 

And  whereas  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  it  is  in- 
tended to  raise,  by  way  of  loan  upon  the  credit  of  the 
city,  thfe  sum  of  twenty -five  thousand  dollars  : 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  §1,289  to  be 
raised  annually  by  special  rate  for  the  payment  of  the 
debt  and  interest  as  hereinafter  mentioned  : 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  prop- 
erty of  the  said  Corporation  of  the  City  of  ictoria, 
according  to  the  revised  assessment  roll  for  the  year 
1891,  was  .§17,.563,148  : 

And  whereas  it  will  require  an  annual  special  rate 
of  3-40th  of  a mill  in  the  dollar  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  the  creating  an  equal  yearly  sinking  fund 
for  paying  the  principal  of  the  said  interest  debt,  ac- 
cording to  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892:”

— It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  to  borrow  upon  the 
credit  of  the  said  Corporation,  by  way  of  the  debent- 
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ures  hereinafter  mentioned,  from  any  person  or  per- 
sons, body  or  bodies  corporate,  wiio  may  be  willing  to 
advance  tlie  same  as  a loan,  a sum  of  money  not  ex- 
ceeding in  tile  wliole  the  sum  of  §25,000  currency,  or 
sterling  money  at  the  rate  of  S4.86<j  to  the  one  pound 
sterling,  and  to  cause  all  such  sums  so  raised  or  re- 
ceived to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  said  Corporation,  for  the  purpose  and  with  the 
object  hereinbefore  recited. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to 
cause  any  number  of  debentures  to  be  made,  for  such 
sums  as  may  be  required,  not  exceeding,  however,  the 
sum  of  $25,000,  either  in  currency  or  sterling  money 
(at  the  rate  of  $4. 80s  to  the  one  pound  sterling),  as 
may  be  required,  each  of  the  said  debentures  being  of 
the  amount  of  $1,000  or  its  sterling  equivalent  at  the 
rate  aforesaid,  and  all  such  debentures  shall  be  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  said  Corporation  and  signed  by 
the  Mayor  thereof.
